Budapest May Day Scenes Told 


by Correspondent—Little 


Food Available 


BUDAPEST— Budapest was May 


i the theater of festivities unparall- 
eled in the history of moderate or 
radical socialism. 
May Day, which 


Has been declared a national' holi- 
day by the Soviet government, was 
celebrated In the Hungarian capitol. 
Huge masses of workmen marched 
through the streets;-mass meetings 
took place; the commissaries of the 
"Revolutionary Governing Council," 
made speeches; military bands 'of 
the Red Army played the "Marsel- 
laise," and 
the 
"Internationale," 


the new .Bolshevik! 
hymn. 
The 


whole town seemed dipped iu 
red 


color. By order of the government, 
every house In the town hoisted (a 
red flag, the more Important street 
crossings and the 
main thorough- 


fares were adorned with red trium- 
phal arches, bearing huge portraits 
and busts of Marx, Engels, Lassalls, 
Lenine and Trotsky. The principle 
statues of Budapest-—some of them 
like that of the 'late Count Julius 
Andassy, of 
considerable ' artistic 


value—were hidden under the tri- 


umphal arches' around them. Tht 
The statues o ft he former king* ot the 
Hungary, which formed part of the 
Millenary Monument, were removed, 
while the huge model ot St. Stephen's 
crown, which adorned the cupola ot 
the Roya) 
'ace, was covered by 


enormous red phryglsn cap. The 
to,vn w 
"'ill of esc' —lent, cheers, 


and music, but perfect order pre- 
vailed everywhere.

This exei'.ement, however, was on- 


ly partly due to the festivitl^, one 
of the principal causes underlying 
it is the rapid and powerful offen- 
sive of the Rumanian, Czech • and 
Serb armies which are closing in up- 
on Soviet Hungary, drawing the fa- 
tal circle they form around It, clos- 
er and closer. The Red Army con- 
sists to a considerable extent ot un- 
trained and undisciplined soldiers 
and almost entirely lack *ieavy ar- 
tillery; consequently, the Ruman- 
ians, Serbs ,and Czechs do not en- 
counter any reslstence worth men- 
tioning, although 
the Soviet 
gov- 


ernment is rallyin gall available men 
to defend Hungarian 
Bolshevism. 


Besides, the Szekely troops, as well 
as numerous peasants and bourgeois 
have joined the Rumanians, forming 
"white guards," and marching up- 
on Budapest. \Vincent Nagy, minis- 
ter of the Interior In the Karolyi 
government, and Gabriel Urgon, min- 
ister of the Interior in tha Wekerle 
cabinet, a Czekely by birth, are 
mentioned as the leaders of the an- 
ti-revolution. 


Meanwhile, the Soviet government 


continues to publish one order after 
another. There is, however, a point

It is the war of moulding all clais- 
ea into on* uniform claaa rii. that 
of the proletariat. The tint itep in 
this direction taken by the Hungar- 
ian Sorlet gorerament wai the grant- 
ing of special economic an* political 
privileges to organised workmen. It 
was declared that there are 
both 


"physical" and "mental" workmen, 
and that only the organized among 
them would be admitted 
to 
the 


above privileges. Consequently, all 
would have been at considerate dis- 
advantage through not being organ- 
ized, now speedily formed their own 
trade union, thereby becoming "or- 
ganized proletarians." 
Thus phy- 


sicians, journalists, writers, 
civil 


servants, bank clerks, schoolmasters, 
artists, in a word practically every- 
body formed their trade union. The 
organization of trade unions of mer- 
chants, lawyers, and, of course, cap- 
italists, was not permitted. As to 
these, the Soviet system claims to 
have means at its disposal whereby 
to achieve their absorption into the 
solitary class of communistic 
so- 


ciety. By depriving capitalists and 
aristocrats of their means, Bolshe- 
vism claims It forces them to apply 
for employment and thus to become 
"workers." This applies also to the 
merchants, who will be employed 
wih the different etabllshments for 
the distribution of food, clothing, 
and other goods, and to lawyers, 
who now have to look out for a new 
occupation. 
Thus it was a subject 


of general gossip that the former 
Secretary o£ State, William Lers, a 
man over fifty, has become a student 
Of medicine, and is now a freshman 
at Budapest University. 
WIDESPREAD PROPAGANDA 


Another special feature of Bol- 


shevism here Is the organizations 
of 
widespread 
propaganda. 
The 


leaders of 
communistic 
Hungary 


know perfectly well that the exis- 
tence of Communism in this country 
Is only safeguarded if it spreads all 
over Europe and if the neighboring 
peoples establish it, 
too. 
Conse- 


quently, 
an 
efficiently 
organized 


propaganda is being carried on, both 
in the country, 
chiefly among for- 


eigners, and abroad. Apart from 
the strenuous work of the special 
"school of agitators" which produces 
fifty trained communistic agitators 
per week, there' are special courses 
for German, Austrian, Czechs, Jugo- 
slav, Rumanian, Italian, 
Russian, 


Bulgarian, Turkish and Russian sub- 
jects, who, before returning to their 
respective countries, are carefully 
trained in the doctrines of Marx, 
Engles, Lenine and Trotsky. 


A serious difficulty arises 
from 


the shortage of food which is grow- 
ing every day. This has a two-fold 
reason: first, the most fertile parts 
of the country are occupied by the 
Rumanians, Serbs and Czechs; sec- 
ond, the peasants do not send enough 
food to the capital, although the gov- 


acrw of land remain lawful owners 
of their estate. 


One change is chasing another; 


and meanwhile the distance between 
the Bolshevik capitol and the Ru- 
manian, Serb and Czech armies ben- 
corns lees and less.
